City. July 11.—The full hor- 


rors ot the train wreck on the Chicago 
and Alton railroad near Norton, Mo., 
when a west bound passenger train col- 
lided with a fast live stock train, both 
going at good speed, was not realized 
until last night, when a train loaded 
•with bruised and scalded people arriv- 
ed here, and Its sulferers were trans- 
ferred to the hospitals. First reports of 
the accident indicated that tout- train- 
men and two passengers were killed 
outright. 


Of the wounded who started for this 


city four were dead before the train ar- 
rived and six passed away at the hospi- 
tals before midnight, making lij deaths 
up to the present time. In St. Joseph's 
and TTnive»rsity hospitals are 30 per- 
aons, at least two of whom arc expected 
to die. The physicians will not give an 
opinion as to th£ condition of tlie suf- 
ferers. Most of them were scalded by 
the steam from the locomotives, both 
of which were wrecked aud piled up in 
a heap of wreckage with two passenger 
cars. 


Identification of those of the dead 


who passed away without ivguinlug 
consciousness was difficult mving to 
the fact that clothing had been hastily 
stripped from The bodies in order to 


ive relief to the tortured flesh. Two 


of the bodies are xinideutiliert, one a 
young woman killed at the wreck and 
supposed to be a daughter of Mrs. H. J. 
Curtis of Gencsee. X Y., and the other 
a gray haired woman, who elied lale 
last night at St. Joseph's hospital. 


Ten bejdies are at various undertak- 


ing c-stablishnients. The bodies of four 
of the dead trainmen are at Sluler, Mo. 
The wounds of tlie victims are very 
painful, being severe scalds nnd burns. 
The patients are receiving the best, of 
treatment. A. man who died last night 
at St. Joseph's hospital is known to be 
named .Tones, and it is believed he Is 
from Chicago, lie was at first suppos- 
ed to be from Kansas City. Ills clothes 
•were dost roj oil.

This car was telescoped 
and fell on top of the engine. The pas- 
sengers were scalded by escaping 
steam. The chair car piled up near by.

These quickly went to work to aid the 
injured in the forward cars. The tour- 
ist sleeper and the clinir car soon 
caught fire and were completely burn- 
ed.

laid him $95,000 in payment of the Ar- 
menian claim and that he had deposit- 
d the money in the Ottoman bank sub- 
ect to the disposition of the state de- 
mrtment. 


This amount does not quite represent 
he aggregate of the claims presented, 
but the state department is satisfied 
.nd will declare the incident closed, 
"he money is hi payment of damage 
nflicted on the American college at 
tarput, Armenia, aud Injuries suffered 
" iy persons of Armenian birth who had 
ieen naturalized in the United States. 
It covers also the indemnity demand- 
d for the murder by Turkish soldiers 
f Prank ^eiitz of I'lttsburg, who was 
making a tour on a bicycle through Ar- 
menia for Outing when he was killed. 


Vnlu AttcmtitH to Collect. 


Five diplomatic representatives of 
he United States in Turkey have tried 
or nearly eight years to collect these 
ilaiuis. The lirst was Minister Terrell 
if Texas, under President Cleveland. 
3e was succeeded by Mr. Angcll of 
Michigan, who wont to Constantinople 
^or the express purpose of securing 
>aymeut. After a year's residence In 
Turkey he came home without the 
money and was succeeded by Mr. 
Straus of New York. 


It was Mr. Straus who made the en- 
sriiitc wedge In the negotiations that 
mve at last succeeded. He obtained 
'rom ihe sultan personally on three oc- 
:asions the promise that the indemnity 
would be paid without delay. The mon- 
-y was not forthcoming, however, and 
Mr. Straus came home and declined to 
•eturn to Turkey unless the sultan 
made good his promise. 


During Mr. Straus' absence Lloyd C. 


Griscom. the United .States charge d'af- 
'ain's, who sailed yesterday from New 
York on his way to assume the tlutlei 
of United States minister to Persia, 
made a point to call every Saturday at 
the sublime porte to press for the pay- 
ment of the claims. He was relieved 
•eceiitly by Minister Leishman, who 
lad been transferred from Switzerland 
and whose success in securing satisfac- 
tion so quickly Is regarded here as little 
short of remarkable. 


Will Content. 


New York, July 11.—Robert E. Hop- 


tins' will is the subject of a contest 
before Surrogate Sllkman in Youkers. 
Major Hopkins was secretary and 
treasurer of the Tidewater Oil compa- 
ny. He died suddenly on May 9 last, 
leaving an estate valued at "about $?»,- 
000,000. The objection to the probate 
of the will is made by Joseph W. Mid- 
dlebrook, special guardian for Robert 
E. Hopkins, a 14-year-old son and chief 
heir at law to the estate. The boy and 
his mother are the direct heirs. The 
will makes ample provision for both, 
but as guardian Mr. Middlebrook con- 
sidered it his duty to object to the will 
being probated. 


' Invader to Try For Cnp. 


Toronto, July 11.—At a meeting of 


the judges of the Royal Canadian 
Yacht club the stanch little yacht In- 
vader- was selected to make the at- 
tempt to bring back the Canada cup to 
Toronto. It was the intention to bave 
additional trial races between the Beav- 
er and tho Invader, but it was decided 
at last night's meeting of the judges 
that the performance of the Invader in 
the three trials already held entitled 
her to the honor of fighting for the cup. 


To 'Work Abandoned Mines. 


Pottsville, Pa., July 11.—The Phila- 


delphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company has started a large coal opera- 
tion in the lleckschcrville valley near 
here. A large shaft is to be sunk on 
the site of the operations of five col- 
lieries which had to shut down because 
of a fire 25 years ago. The veins in 
these abandoned operations all will be 
cut by the shaft. One of the largest 
breakers in the anthracite region will 
be a feature of the development of this 
coal tract.

I dropped the 
hiicket and wheeled around just in 
time to see the men in camp grab up 
their rifles and belts and start for the 
rocks on the jump. The Old Man stop- 
ped long enough to yell and wave his 
hand to me and then hustled on.

HOW TO TREATT 


Diet of Raw 31 eat, EJCK» »nd Milk 


Should Be Their Portion. 


Cats are by nature tlainty, even in 


their cruelties. There is all manner of 
feline grace in the way they play with 
mice. Cats suffer much less from con- 
stiiut housing than dogs, although they 
ran wild much more readily and never 
quite get over their raurderQus in- 
stincts. A cat of fancy breed, as Mal- 
tese, Angora, coon cat or -Manx, is a 
possession more fashionable than-pre- 
cious Each and several, they arc no 
end decorative, but in affection, intel- 
ligence and playfulness they rank be- 
low their black, gray, tiger marked 
and tortoise shell brethren. 


White cats are in general more sav- 


age and less intelligent than gray of 
tortoise shell. Many of them have blue 
eyes, and all such are said to be stone 
deaf; hence they are less desirable in 
the bouse. 
"Unlike dogs, cats require 


to havx- their meat raw, but they must 
not have- too much of it. Milk should 
constitute at least a third of their food. 
Crumble stale bread in the milk and 
now and again beat up a raw egg in it. 
A bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
or a lisb bead is meat enough for a 
day's ration. Supplement It vvith milk 
and bread or milk and mashed pota- 
toes, a cracker or two or a bit of hard 
bread lightly buttered and a few small 
bones, as from chicken, game or chops. 


Cats as well as clogs butler a plague 


of ilcas. Oddly enough, cat neas are 
unlike dog fleas, and if the two sorts 
of lusects meet upon one poor beast 
there is a flpht to a finish, ending com- 
monly in victory for the cat Hens, "which 
are much biRfrer and more voracious 
than thobv found on the dog- If left 
to ravage unchecked, they soou reduce 
a sleek, healthy eat to a miserable skel- 
eton, suffering all over from eczema. 


To Ret rid of the fleas v»ash with sul- 


phur soap—any good brand which the 
nearest shpp affords—eomb out the tleas 
•with a line tooth comb while the hair 
Is still wet, then rinse the cat well in 
milk warm -water, dry It with soft tow- 
els and give it after the bath a saucer 
of warm milk with a touspoonful of 
brandy or whisky in it. 
A kitten 


should have only a few drops of spir- 
its and be kept snug In a clean basket 
an hour titter the bath. 


When the hair is very dry, blow in 


all along the backbone Pome sort of 
good flue insect powder, either lark- 
spur or pj retlu-nm. 
Hub behind the 


ears with the sulphur ointment direct- 
ed for dogs. Next day brush out all 
the powder with a flue, close brush, 
comb the eoat lightly, then part it 
along tho backbone and rub with the 
sulphur ointment. 


For mango rub all over with the sul- 


phur ointment Keep the cat confined 
so it cannot lie in the dirt and after 2-1 
hours Mash it well iu hot soapsuds- 
just comfortably hot, not scalding- 
rinse dry and leave alone. In three 
days, If the mange persists, repeat the 
ointment and after Ihc treatment give 
the cut plenty of catulp. either green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet. Catnip 
Indeed ought to bo given always twice 
a week. 
Burn infected bedding and 


fumigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
them well in bichloride of mercury. 
Let them stand six hours after wash- 
ing, then scald plentifully with boiling 
water and dry well before letting the 
cat sleep In them again.—Washington 
Star. 


Js the Genius of Ireland Irish? 


Tho genius of Ireland is a curiously 


paradoxical subject and requires a 
study to Itself. Though so many great 
men have been associated with Ireland, 
when we analyze them according to 
race we find that a remarkably large 
proportion of them are of English or 
Scotch descent. Bishop Berkeley, for 
instance, is often called an Irishman, 
though his father was English (his 
mother's origin is 
unknown) 
and 


though be always considered himself 
an Englishman. 
The great Irish pa- 


triots have usually bad English blood 
In their veins aud have sometimes even 
been proud of the fact. 


And yet, while this is so, Ireland has 


somehow had the art of imparting 
some of her subtlest qualities to those 
happy Englishmen who have had the 
good fortune to possess some slight 
strain of her blood or to be bora in her 
land or even to have lived there in 
youth. The greatest English humor- 
ists and wits—Swift and Sterne and 
Congreve—had this good fortune. 
In 


the same way, while Ireland has scat- 
tered her saints over England and the 
continent, her own patron saint is a 
Scotchman who was never canonized. 
The contribution of Ireland to our na- 
tional genius cannot well be stated in 
numerical values.—English Review.

lashlike appendage or cilium. 


The protoplasm, or living matter, of 


the animalcule exerts the power of 
converting so much of Its living energy 
Into light, a proceeding illustrated in a 
different fashion in the familiar firefly, 
which, however, sends Its energy into 


I special light producing .organs and 
thus develops its glow. Certain jelly- 
fishes arc nlso markedly phosphores- 
cenr, ami there is the creature allied to 
them somewhat, the Venus' girdle, 
which at night appears as a long, wav- 
ing band of flame. Finally we have 
the ubiquitous microbe, enrolling cer- 
tain of Its kith and kin In the category 
of light producing organisms, 


Certain species of bacteria are phos- 


phoreseem, and the glow that Is seen 
under circumstances where putrefnc-, 
tlon Is "proceeding, notably when fish 
Is going to bnd. Is due to the presence

Some FactH About the GUUdreu'n Fa* 


•vorite Flower*. 


The big yellow dandelion is a cousin 


of the llttk1 dait>y—such a near cousin 
too! Both dandelions and daisies are 
brave plants and make their appear- 
ance long before the buttercups do. 
Pick a dandelion and look at It care- 
fully. 
The beautiful yellow top is 


made up ot little flowers, each com- 
plote in itself. Piill off some of the yel- 
low rays that look like petals, ask 
mother to lend you a magnifying glass, 
and you will see. If you look at the ray, 
that the petal Isn't a petal at all, but a 
perfect little flower. 


Flowers that arc made up In this way 


of lots of little flowers are called "com- 
pound'' flowers. Ask mother to tell 
you just what "compound" means if 
you don't understand. The dandelion 
shuts up tight on a wet or cloudy day, 
but directly the sun comes it spreads 
Its lajs Avide open and looks like u bit 
of sunshine itbolf. Indeed, the dande- 
lion has been called the "sunflower of 
spring." The dandelion grows A\hito 
headed when it has clone flo\\eilug, tor 
its seed*, hiuc the prettiest white feath- 
ers, so that when they are ripe tbe 
w md carries them far awaj to a place 
where perhaps tliero were no duudc- 
lloua before

The dandelion clock Is a weather 


glass, too, "for if the down flieth off n 
dandelion when there is no wind It is 
a sure sign of raiu." 


Thif leaves of the dandelion have 


great big notches in thorn nnd are used 
to make salads. The roots are roasted 
and ground and made into medicine, so 
you see it Is a very useful plant. 


The stalk is quite hollow, like a tube, 


and filled with a white milk juice. 


The daisy is a cousin of the dande 


lion. All the pretty yellow center is 
made up of tiny flowers, ami each of 
the petals is al^o a flower, so a daisy 
ib made up of two kinds of flowers In- 
stt-ad of one. 


Tue name daisy means eye of day, 


and, like the dandelion, It grows and 
thrnes when few other plants do and 
gio«t> Aery quickly.
